Production of new wealth ‘in the 
Lethbridge railway division of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway during 
1937 is placed at $49,200,000, an 
nerease of $15,000,000 over 1936 
when drought cut the wheat crop 
to the smallest figure since 1919. 
Wheat production this year 
iccounted for $19,200,000 of the total 
of new wealth. Livestock produced 
4,000,000, down half a million ow- 
ng to smaller shipments of hogs.

Stavert, 76, Canadian financier 
and wartime accounting officer

The Prince Edward Island-born 
banker and industrialist was known 
internationally as a shrewd fin- 


ancial adviser and as a doctor of | 


His pen- 
etrating mind often had been called 
in by gvvernments of different 
countries in fiscal investigations. 


IMPORTANT TASK 


Qne of his most important tasks 
was thet.of financial attviser.to the 
Quebee Liquor Commission, first uf 
its kind on the North American 
continent, in its early days between 
1921 and 1934. He erected the fin- 
ancial structure on which that body 
now functions, and which has serv- 
ed as a model for other government- 
controlled ventures into the liquor 
business. 


Sir William was a member of the | 


Royal Commission .which probed 
wages of Dominion Coal Company 
miners in Cape Breton in 1921 
Recommendation by the commission 
of increases for the workers and its 
rejection by the company was a pre- 
lude to strikes in the next two 
years, 

He accomplished another im- 
portant task as a member of the 
Royal Commission appointed in 
1932 to investigate and reorganize 
Newfoundland finances. The in- 
quiry resulted in recommenda- 
tions forming the besis of the pre- 
sent form of commission govern- 
ment for the country. 

For his service to the Empire 
during the war, Sir William was 
created a Knight of the Order of 
the British Empire. In 1915 he did 
war work in the interests of Can- 
adian prisoners in Germany and

The worst drought in 
the long series of dry years shrivelied the west- 
ern wheat crop to a new low production record. 
There are still thousands unemployed. Relief

@ scale of national handicaps and embarrass. 
ments. These are carry-overs to the year thet 
is to come, disabilities which the future will have 
to liquidate. The year has not solved them. 


WAR CLOUDS 
World relations, it must be said, have defin- 
itely grown worse during the year. Another 
member has left the League ef Nations, though 
ite going in the circumstances was a gain rather 
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than a loss. Germany, Italy and Japan have 
linked themselves together in a conspiracy to 
defy international law; the most sinister develop- 
ment that has threatened world peace since the 
close of the great war. 

A year ago war was raging In Spain. It is 
still raging there. And Japan has invaded China, 
carrying slaughter over a half-dozen provinces, 
imposing its dictatorial authority over the con- 
quered areas and carrying on in a high-handed 
manner that may involve other countries in the 
struggle. That possibility aside, there is no 
present prospect of an early eid to the carnage. 

_ Armament factories in Europe are working 
overtime. There are more men under arms and 


more warships afloat than there were at New 


Year's in 1914. The world is jittery with appre- 
hension. It can almost be said that war is 
definitely expected, in most European capitals. 
Signatories to the Briand-Kellogg pact have 
evaded its terms to make war the scarcely dis- 
guised instrument of national policy. Even un- 
armed Canada, which set an example to the 
nations in living up to the spirit of the League 
Covenant, is looking to its defences, and none 
too soon. 
In this respect 1037 has been a tragic year. 


THE WISH IS TIMELY 

As men and women the world around tonight 
exchange wishes for a Happy and Prosperous 
New Year, they have cause to do so with deep 
sincerity. No casual repeating of the seasonal 
formula will do. The world is in grave danger. 
And that danger throws its shadow even across 
this “remote” and far inland city of Edmonton 
and province of Alberta. 

In our national affairs there are reasons also 
for sober thought. Should the year not bring 
rain to the drought-stricken areas of the west, 
the situation there will of necessity grow worse, 
from the stand-point of the population affected 
and also that of provincial and national econ- 
omy. A prosperous year is certainly required 
there, such as has not been known for many 


seasons. 
And there has developed in some parts of 
Canada a predatory provincialism which threat- 
ens the stability and perhaps the existence of the 
Dominion itself. A season of prosperity would 
do more than any other factor to restore sanity 
of thought to sections of the population to whom 


internati 1 ions, reasons why this New 
Year celebration should be something more than 
a general riot of merry-making. May the New 
Year be a Happy and Prosperous one for each

The answer is sufficient, although Secre- 
tary of State Hull, a day or so earlier, took a few 
more words to say as much. The President's 
views on what is and isn't consistent with our 
form of government have been subject to dispute 
at times.

If this 
country should be assailed no time will be wasted.

MASTER TILLER 


Alberta has a farm family that finds that 
farming still pays and that concludes that what 
it has accomplished can be accomplished by 
nearly anyone, if there is a half-decent break 
with the weather and one works diligently at the 
job of farming. 

Lester V. Lohr, 49, a graduate in science from 
the University of Manitoba, has been farming 
around Erskine, Alberta, since the war. He and 
his wife have just moved into a $10,000 home, 
built out of profits in farming. They began with 
a log cabin. Their home is so modern that it has 
a shower bath for the hired help, and a billiard 
room. 

The Lohrs have had only one serious crop 
failure. They own 1,440 acres. Says Mr, Lohr: 
“There is no need for other people to envy us, 
for what we have done anyone else can do.” 

The Lohrs evidently go at their farming in 
a systematic way and doubtless attend “strictly 
to business.” Thinking upon this master crafts- 
man in agriculture, one recalls certain lines in a 
poem: 

To his broadaxe and his plow 

The forest yielded, and the quickened soil 

Proved fertile, apt for tillage stalk and bough 

Bore witness to his talent and his toil 

With fruitful tribute. He grew by thrift 

And luck in substance far beyond his neighbors, 

Who drudged but seemed to lack the God-sent 
gift 

For husbandry that crowned his labors. 

Farming isn't yet condemned as a vocation 
in Canada. Drouth has been discouraging, but 
there is a lot in using the right methods and 
management.—Regina Leader-Post. 


ABUNDANCE UNAPPRECIATED 


Whatever we have in abundance, vitally im- 
portant though it may be, we value lightly. If 
Canadians could live for a short time—par- 
ticularly in the winter—in a treeless region like 
that of north China, they would have a vastly 
higher appreciation of the forest growth with 
which Nature has endowed their country. 

We have timber in such plenty that we send 
it in a constant succession of shiploads to build 
houses and other structures in Great Britain. 
And we send paper by the trainload to all parts 
of the United States, and large quantities of pulp 
as well, all made from our forests. And it has 
required a long and persistent campaign to im- 
press the public and the authorities with the 
necessity of protecting the tree growth from all 
the destructive agencies. 

How would Canadians like to live in a cold 
winter climate with no fuel except what could 
be gathered in twigs and grass? They would say 
that it was inconceivable, Yet this is the actual 
situation with the bulk of the population—all 
but the well-to-do in large areas of North China, 
where timber supply was long ago exhausted. 
Because of the severity of the climate there was 
a great demand for fuel, but, owing to the light 
rainfall, the reproduction of the forests was very 
slow. The result was that they were wiped out. 

People with money can buy smal! sticks at a 
high price or they can buy bundles of brush from 
mountain men, or charcoal made in some districts 
from willow and other underbrush. But the 
average farmer is not so fortunate; be burns only 
grass or stubble. The grass is gathered by boys 
up on the mountain sides where nothing else 
can be grown. And when the harvest is taken 
from the fields, they are raked over and every 
bit of stubble gathered in for fuel. And how 
much can fuel of that sort do to keep anyone 
warm? 

Should we in Canada spare any effort to save 
the forests from everything that threatens de- 
pletion? —Winnipeg Free Press, 


QUALITY LIVING 

The annual meeting of the life insurance 
presidents of the United States and Canada is 
notable for its papers hy men who make a dif- 
ference. Most arresting of the speeches before 
this year’s meeting, held in New York last week, 
came from Dr. Alexis Carrel, Nobel Prize winner, 
famous author, extraordinary surgeon of the ree 
search department of the Rockefeller Foundation, 

Dr, Carrel dealt with efforts to extend the 
life span; to make people live longer. He was not 
impressed with them. A far greater ideal, he said, 
more challenging, were efforts to make life, no 
matter what its length, more happy and more 
fruitful. Said he: “The importance of human life 
depends on its quality, not on its length.” 

This is a profound truth. A man might live 
on to or past a hundred years, but what profit 
could come to him or to humanity—if the years 
were wasted; if he missed entirely the idea or 
reazon for living; if he made himself the cause 
of sorrow for other people in the world? An- 
other, living many fewer years, but living them 
fruitfully, making rich contribution to his times, 
would be of far greater value to the race. 

Actually, such things as hygiene, good food, 
athletica, fresh air, good housing, should not be 
based upon the mere idea of prolonging life. 
Primarily their purpose should be to make life 
happier, more full, more of benefit to mankind

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Your Health

Dr. McCoy's menus suggested for the week 
beginning Sunday, January 2, 1938: 

SUNDAY—Breakfast: Coddled eggs; Melba 
toast; stewed prunes, Lunch: Rice en casserole; 
spinach; head lettuce. Dinner: Tomato jelly, 
served in cubes; roast chicken; string beans; 
avocado salad; no dessert, 

MONDAY—Breakfast: Toasted dry cereal 
with cream; stewed raisins, Lunch: Glass of 
grapejuice. Dinner: Boiled beef; spinach; car- 
rots; salad of cold cooked beets and celery; 
gelatin. 

TUESDAY—Breakfast: Whole-wheat muf- 
fins; peanut butter; stewed prunes. Lunch: 
Salad of balls of cream cheese on sliced cooked 
beets; string beans. Dinner: Vegetable soup; 
roast beef; buttered beets; salad of cooked peas, 
raw celery, and raw carrots, 

WEDNESDAY—Breakfast: Oranges, all de- 
sired; glass of sweet milk. Lunch: Potatoes; 
cooked greens; salad of endive and lettuce. 
Dinner: Meat loaf; small green peas; combina- 
tion vegetable salad in gelatin; stewed apricots. 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Poached eggs on 
Melba toast; pear sauce. Lunch: Raw apples as 
desired. Dinner: Roast mutton; steamed carrots; 
turnip cup salad; baked apples a la mode. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Crisp waffle; coddled 
eggs; stewed raisins. Lunch: *Baked eggplant; 
cooked celery; ripe olives. Dinner: Left-over 
mutton: artichoke; string bean salad; gelatin. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: Baked eggs; crisp 
bacon; Melba toast. Lunch: Potato on the half 
shell; spinach; raw celery. Dinner: Broiled 
steak: carrots: cabbage salad; applesauce. 

*BAKED EGGPLANT: Boil eggplant until 
tender, cut off top, scoop out and chop fine. Add 
Melba toast crumbs, butter, and a bit of chopped 
parsley. You may also add any other chopped 
non-starchy vegetable you like. Mix well and 
fill shell. Cover with Melba toast crumbs and 
bake about thirty minutes. Serve with butter. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—S, writes: “Have gone through 
much sickness and disease and nothing but your 
way of dieting has ever helped me, but still have 
a weak feeling, no matter how long I sleep.” 

ANSWER: Try taking more systematic exer- 
cise and see if you cannot build up your strength 
so that your sleep will do you more good, No 
matter how much you diet, nothing you can do 
will take the place of physical exercise, and it is 
surprising how you can gain in strength through 
increasing your exercise when it would probably 
seem to you that more rest is necessary. 

QUESTION—Maybelle N. writes: “What are 
some of the symptoms of anemia?” 

ANSWER: Some of the symptoms present in 
anemia are as follows: Pallor of the skin, head- 
ache, dizziness, faintness, fatigue, chilly sensa- 
tion and rapid heart beat. The patient with ane- 
mia very frequently suffers also from lack of 
appetite. 

QUESTION—Mr, Melvin J. writes: “When I 
drink anything cold ,it seems to give me a cold, 
and I have a heavy feeling in my stomach which 
lasts for as long as a, week afterwards. What 
causes this and how can I overcome it?” 

ANSWER: Some stomachs are particularly 
sensitive to anything cold, and it seems to me 
the sensible plan for you to adopt would be to 
use warm or only slightly cooled drinks, but 
never cold ones. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Rudolph O. inquires: 
“Why is it that I have several small lumps at the 
side of my neck? Sometimes they seem to get a 
little smaller, but they are not especially pain- 
ful, unless I press on them with my fingers. My 
doctor says they are not tubercular but are en- 
largements of the lymph nodes.” 

ANSWER: An enlargement or swelling of 
the lymphatic nodes or glands at the side of the 
neck commonly follows the development of in- 
fection or inflammation affecting the nose, 
throat, sinus cavities, ear, etc. Temporary en- 
largement is a frequent symptom when the pati- 
ent has an acute cold; more or less permanent 
enlargement often accompanies chronic catarrh. 
Very often the enlarged glands will be reduced 
in size through placing the patient on a fruit 
juice fast and then following this with a diet 
containing an abundance of both cooked and raw 
non-starchy vegetables. Recovery will be more 
rapid if the diet is limited in regard to starch 
and sugar, or if these foods are omitted entirely 
for a time. A reasonable amount of meat may 
be used with benefit. You do not tell me whe- 
ther your doctor gave you an examination to 
find if any of the teeth have infected roots, if you 
have sinus trouble, or if you have chronic cat- 
arrh. If any of these have developed, the ab- 
normal condition found must be taken into ac- 
count in working out a treatment to fit your 
individual case. Those measures which build up 
the health of the entire body will prove help- 
ful, such as vigorous exercise, exposure to sun- 
light, fresh air, and improvement of the skin eli- 
mination through bathing followed by brisk rub- 
bing with a coarse towel. Attention should also 
be given to the intestinal elimination. I will be 
glad to send you an article on SWOLLEN NECK 
GLANDS which will provide you with further 
information.

WHEAT PRODUCTION IN ITALY 

The wheat crop of Italy as on November 2 
was estimated at 80,561,670 quintals (295,661,772 
bushels), as compared with 61,038,000 quintals 
(224,009,460 bushels) in 1936, writes Mr. A. B. 
Muddiman, Canadian trade commissioner at 
Milan, in Commercial Intelligence Journal. If 
this estimate for the present ycar is correct, there 
should be enough wheat to serve the country’s 
needs. Since November 1, however, a war bread 
has come into use in Milan, allowing a 10 per 
cent mixture of other than wheat flour, It has 
been stated that the use of this mixture is for 
the purpose of husbanding the crop so that there 
will be a larger carryover next year in case the

A Day in Canadian History

Dec, 31-—"It snowed all night, 
it was very dark and the wind was 
strong at northeast, At about four 
o'clock in the morning Captain 
Malcolm Fraser, of the Royal Emi- 
grants, being on his round, saw 
many flashes of fire without hear- 
ing any reports; then the sentries 
informed him that they had per- 
ceived them for some time. . .

ACTIVITY IN OIL 


“It is probable that many people | 


will regard the developments in 
the Turner Valley field, Alberta, as 
among the chief events in Canadian 
mining during 1937, and there can 
be no question as to the significance 
of these developments. Production 
of crude oil from the valley, which 
averaged between 3,800 and 3,900 
barrels daily in 1936, had reached a 
rate of 5,000 barrels daily early in 
1937. Near the close of the year 
this rate had increased to approxi- 
mately 26,000 barrels a day, which 
was reduced by proration to about 
}10,000 barrels daily. Early in De- 
cember, 1937, some 30 or more wells 


were in production in the area and | 


drilling was under way at 22 wells. 

“Shipments of crude gypsum from 
Canada increased 579,450 tons in the 
12 months ending Oct. 1936 to

MINER STRIKE 
"THREATENS TO 
DISTURB PARIS 


Popular Front Told To 
Expect New Labor 
Troubles 


PARIS, Dec, 31—The powerful 
central executive committee of all 
Paris unions threatened the Popu- 

|lar Front government with new 
labor troubles as the interior min- 
istry sought to end a strike in the 
coal mining region of northern 
France. 

The committee condemned Pre- 
mier Chautemps’ tactics in ending 
a walk-out of 120,000 Paris munici- 
pal employees by proposing to 
mobilize them into the army and 
put therm back at their own jobs 
under military discipline. 

It also criticized use of army 
trucks for food and newspaper de- 
liveries during truckmen’s strikes 
and issued a warning to the gov- 
ernment to settle remaining strikes 
or take the consequences. 

One thousand miners at Anzin, 
near Valenciennes, walked out in 
protest against discharge of three 
workers. Officials expressed fear 
all 16,000 miners of the Anzin come 
pany would join in a sympathy 
otuike. 

Although the capital's public ser- 
vice workers—most of whom are 
army reservists—-went back to 
their tasks this morning, union of- 
ficials indirectly threatened to re- 
sume the strike unless their full 
demands eventually were met.

EDITOR'S NOTE: After a 
tour through The Bulletin 
offices, Henry Rugan, Bulletin 
carrier, has writ‘en the follow- 
ing article on his personal im- | 
pressions of the workings of a 
newspaper office,

T have chosen to recount a visit 
to the plant of The Edmonton 
Bulletin. A newspaper, more than 
anything else has a place in our 
twentieth-century world, and it 
is one of the things we would 
miss first, as everyone knows the 
annovance caused if the paper is 
missed one night. 

One of the most important 
things in the life of a daily news- 
paper is the supply of newsprint. 
This comes in large roils 34 
inches in diameter and ten feet in 
circumference, each roll contain- 
ing about eight hundred pounds 
of newsprint, or one and a half | 
miles when laid out unrolled. On 
an ordinary publishing day about 
seven of these rolls are used, 
nearly ten and one-half miles of | 
paper. 
Next point of interest is the Creed 
machine. This is a combination of 
telegraph receiver, typewriter and 
transcriber. The duty of this in-| 
strument is to take down on paper, 
news which is sent out on direct 
wires by the Canadian Press, the 
Associated Press and other news- 
gathering organizations. As this is 
automatic, no one is needed to look} 
after it. | 
Copy boys remove the material 
from the Creed machine and take 
it to the editorial rooms where it 
is reviewed by the editor. He re- 
moves what is not needed, and 
sends the rest to the reporters to 
be written up in more detail ready 
for the next edition, The desk of} 
the editor is round s0 that he can| 
confer with his associates more} 
easily, and arrange the day's news| 
conveniently. There are other in- 
dividual desks for the feature} 
writers who do their work separ- 
ately for their columns. In another} 
office branching off this are the 
Woman's Page writers and society 
editor, 


THE COMPOSING ROOM 
*Again the copy boys take the 
material, but this time it is to the 
composing room where it is cast 
on metal type, which is an alloy 
of lead and antimony. The latter 
metal is used to make sharp out- 
lines on the letters and pictures, 
The linotype machine has a key- 
board something like that of a | 
typewriter, except that there are 
more keys, and in different posi- | 
tions.

It is then read by the proof- 
reader, 
proofs of the type which has been 
et up, and to correct any errors 
that may have been made by the 
printers. The corrected line is set 
and replaces the one with the error 
in it. 

The type after it has been proof- 
read, is made up into the pages as 
it will appear in the paper. The 
trays, the size of the regular news- 
paper sheet, are called “chases,’ 
and when the type has been ar- 


; ranged in them to suit the editor, 


they are shoved onto “turtles,” 
which are upright tables on heavy 
legs and wheels. 

The “turtles” are then wheeled 
into the stereotype room. A sheet 
of heavy pressboard is laid on top 
of the metal type and both are put 
under a very powerful roller. The 


|mark of the metal type is left on 


the cardboard, This is placed on a 
hot asbestos-covered oven. When 
it emerges the proof-sheet is circu- 
lar and is filed for reference. 

Over in one corner is a huge 
furnace which melts the lead to be 
made into bars for use in the lino- 
type machine. When the type is 
used for the paper one day, it is 

down and used over and 
again. The proof sheet is 
placed in a mold and lead flows 
over it, making the imprints of 
the proof, which are called casts, 
These are water-cooled and then 


} sent down an elevator shaft to the 


press room. 
WONDERFUL MACHINE 

In the press room these plates 
are fastened onto the press and 
When all are in their proper posi- 
tions the press begins to roll. It 
is a very large machine and a 
very wonder‘ul one too. In the 


average daily paper there are two | 


sections, which the press cuts, 
puts them together and folds all 
in one operation, as it puts them 
out in lots of fifty. The average 
speed of the press is two hundred 
copies per minute, but when the 
need arises the speed is doubled. 
But the most amazing fact is that 
with all the complicated machin- 
ery it only takes three men to 
look after it. 

Ancther phase of newspaper 
work that is very important, yet 
very little is known of it is the 
“morgue.” This is a small office 
where all pictures of different 
pecple and “cuts” for advertise- 
ments are kept. A picture is kept 
in the “morgue” of anyone of any 
prominence who may have occa- 
sion to be used in the paper.

Perhaps an even more cogent rea- 
son for opening a diamond instead 
of a heart was that West should 
have realized that declarer was ex- 
pecting and, thus, was prepared for, 
a heart lead. The simplest sort o 
strategy would dictate a “double- 
cross” on West’s part. 

As to whether South should have 
bid the grand slam, or been content 
with a smal! slam, this depended 
entirely on his estimate of West as 
a player. Apparently he appraised 
West correctly in figuring that the 
opening lead would be a heart 
rather than a diamond.

Sooner or later everyone who 
owns a dog will be called upon to 
administer medicine in some form, 
perhaps as a liquid, a pill or, 
capsule. Quite often part of the 
dosage is lost due to lack of ex- 
perience, or, in the case of pills, 
the animal is permitted to bite them 
and then spit them out. For 
example, a dessert spoonful of a 
certain mixture has been pre- 
scribed; unless one goes about giv- 
ing it in the proper manner, the 
chances are ten to one that the 
dog, instead of getting the full, 
dose, will get only a small part or 
practically none of it. Then if the 
medicine does not produce the de- 
sired results it is pronounced no 


good, or the man who ordered it 


did not give a proper diagnosis, or 
did not prescribe the right cure. 
Frequently when a dog is suffer- 
ing from a serious illness such as 
distemper or pneumonia it may be 
necessary to feed it forcefully with 
nourishing foods in liquid form, 


and unless one knows how to pro- 


ceed much will be lost at each | 


feeding and the whole matter will 
become much more of a job than 
it should be. 
SUGGESTIONS OFFERED 

To help those who may be called 
upon to give their dogs medicine 
and are without experience, I 


offer a few suggestions. In the 
first place, most dogs object stren- | 


uously to being dosed, and, there- 
fore, the task should be approached 
with as little fuss and bother as 
possible. It ts usually well to get an- 
other person to help. Never try to 
administer medicine in the presence 
of many persons amidst noise, or 


in surroundings that tend to excite | 


the patient. For liquids I prefer 
to use a dosing glass or bottle 


sufficiently large to hold the dose | 


which should be measured into it 


out of the patient's sight. Use of 


a spoon is apt to cause some of 
the dose to be lost, especially if the 
animal resists, or the person help- 
ing fails to carry out his part of the 
job adequately. 

Some liquids can be put up in a 
capsule. In giving medicine in this 
manner there will be no chance of 
its being wasted if the dog is not 
allowed to bite the capsule but 
made to swallow it whole, Any 
veterinarian prescribing a liquid 
medicine will tell you whether or 
not it can be given in capsule form, 
and will write his prescription 
accordingly.

PILLS AND CAPSULES 
Feeding pills and capsules is 
much less complicated, and unless 


| the animal is very large and power- 


ful, or very obstinate, the aid of 
venother is unnecessary. For the 
medium-sized or large dog hold it 
with the knees at the shoulders as 
when giving a liquid dose, then 
put your left hand over the dog's 
eyes, hold up its head, and insert 
sour thumb and first finger, one 
on each side, just back of the lip 
corners where the upper and lower 
jaws meet. Have the pill or capsule 


in the right hand between the | 


fingers; open the front of the 
mouth, at the same time pressing 
with the thumb and finger of the 
left hand which will cause the lips 
to be forced between the animal's 
teeth. Insert the pill well back in 
the throat beyond the bend of the 
tongue and force it gently down 
with the forefinger. 

Your dog always likes to hear 
your voice, so it will help to give 
him confidence, if, while dosing 
him, you talk to him gently and 
reassuringly. When the ordeal is 
past and the dose safely given, be

sure to pat and praise him. Under | 


no circumstances should a dog be 
scolded or punished for struggling 
against taking medicine; such pro- 
cedure will serve only to make him 
act worse the next time, for he 
will not understand why he has 
been punished. The job is to make 
him understand that you are try- 
ing to help him, and this can be 
done best with kind, reassuring 
words of praise for having under- 
gone an unpleasant experience,
